Croſſe, the Clarke the holy water ſpzincke, and the Pzieſts 
wife Dame lullocke with her Diffaffe,foz ſhe was then (pin- 
ning :nay the olde Beldames came that had nere a toth in 
their heads. This armp put Bruine into a great feare, be- 
ing none but himſelfe to withſtand them, and hearing the cs 
mour of the nopfe which came thundzing bpon him, de wzaf 
led and pulled ſo cxtreamely that he got out his head, but left 
behide him all the ſkinne, and his cares alia: inſomuch that 
neuer creature beheld a fonler oz moze defozmed beaſt 3 fo; 
the blood couering all his face, i his hands leauing the clawes 
and tz kin behind them, nothing remained but vglineſſe; 'twas 
an ill market the Beate came to, foz he loſt both mot ion and 
fight,f&te and eyes: but notwithſtanding this toꝛment, Lan- 
fett, the Pꝛieſt, and the whole Pariſh came vpon him, and ſo 
becudgell'dhim about his body part, that it might well bea 
warning to all in his miſery, to know that cuer the weakoſt 
hall ſtul goe moze to the walles: This the Bearg found by 
crperience, foz euerp one exerciſed the height of their furies 
vpon him; enen Houghlin with the croked logge, and Lu- 
dolfe with the bzoad long noſe, the one with a Leaden mall, 
and th other with an Jron whip,all tobe laſhcd pe fir Bru- 
ine, not ſo much but fir Bertolſe with the long fingees, Lan- 
fere and Otram did him mozs anopance then all the reſt, the 
one haning a ſharpe Welch hae, the other a croked ſtaſle 
well leadded at the end, which he vſed to play at ſtab —_ 
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all, chere was Birkin,and Annes- Ablequake, Bane the Pꝛieſt 
with his ſtaffe, and dame lullocke his wife, all theſe ſo bela⸗ 
bour'd the Beare, that his life was in great danger : ths 
poʒe Bears in this maſſacer ſate and ſighed ertreamely, gro- 
ning vnder the durthen of their troakes, of which Lanfertk 
were the greateſt and thunderd moſt dzeadfnlly, fo; Dame 
Podge of Caſport was his Mother, e his Father was Marob 
the S terple · maker, apaſſing tout man when he was alone: 
Bruine receined from them many ſhowers of ſtones, till Lan- 
ferts bzother ruſhing befoze the reſt with a ſtaffe , troke the 
Beare on the head ſuch a blowe that hs could neither bears 
no; (&, ſo that awaking from the aſtoniſhment, the Bears 
leapt into the Riner adiopning, thzough a cluſter of wines 
there ſtanding together, of which he thzew diuers into the 
water which was large and da pe, mongſt whom the Par- 
ſons wife was one; which the Warſon ſ@ing how ſher floa- 
ted like a Deamew, he left ſtri the Beare, and cryed to 
the reſt of the of the companp, helpe, oh helpe Dame lullocke 
is in the water, helpe both men and women, foz to wholoe uer 
ſages her, I gtue irie pardon of all their ſinnes and tranſgre(- 
ons and remit all penance impoſed whatſoouer: this heard, 
enery one left the Beare to helpe Dame 1ullocke, which aſ- 
ſons as the Beare ſaw, hs cnt the ſtreame and ſwam away as 
faſt as he could, bat the Pziefk with a greatnoyſe purſued 
him, crying in his rage; turue villaine that I may be reuen- 
ges of thee, but the Beate ſwam in the trengthof the ſtreame 
and reſpected not his calling, fo he was pꝛoude that he was 
lo eſcaped from them: onely he bitterly cur the Honep tree 
and the Foxe, which had not onely betrap'd him, but had 
made him loſe his hode from his face and his glones from 
his fivgers : in this ſozte he ſwam ſome the myles downs 
the water, in which time her grow ſo werrp that he went on

n much moned with anger when 
I de heard theſe Complaints both of the Coney and the 
Rokez\o that bis eyes darting out fire, amongft the beames 
of Paieſty, his countenance was dzeadfall and cruell toloks 
en, and the twhole Conrt trembled to behold him. In the end 
he ſatd: By mp Crowne and the truth J enermoze reuerence 
and owe vnto the Nnene my Wife, J will ſo revenge theſe 
ontrages committed againſt my Crowne aud Dignity , that 
godnes ſhall adoze me, and the wicked ſhall dye with the re- 
-» q-monghas falſhod and flattery ſhall no moze get be- 
me. 

Is this his Journey to Rome und to the Holy · land ? are 
theſe the fruits of his Pale, dis State, and other oznaments 
becomming a deuout Mell he hall find the reward 
of his Lreafons ; but it was not my beliefe bat the perſwaſt- 
onof mp Nugne, noz am I the firſt that hath bene deceiued 
by that ſoft gender, ſince many great ſpirits haue fallen 
thzough their Inticements.

Pet 3 moſt heartily wiſht my ſeife farre from 
them at that inſtant, fo J was almoſt poyſoned with their 
ſtincke- And J pittyed Iſegtim who was ſoze griped with 
R hunger 
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hunger all this while: and ſo offering to take my leane, and 
faining that my Wife would thinke long tilt mp returne, 
Sher laid deare Couſen, you ſhall not depart till yon haue ea- 
ten ſomething, J (all take it vnkindly if vou offer it: Then 
roſe ſhæ vp and carryed me into an inner Rome, where was 
great ſtoze of all kinde of -Ueniſon, both red Deare , fallow 
Deare,and Roe: allo great toze of Partridge, Phefant, and 
other Fowles, that J amazed much from whence ſach ſtoze 
of meate ſhouldcome. Now when J had eaten ſufficiently, 
thee gaue me a fide and halfe a haunch of a Þpnde, fo carrp 
home to my wife, which J was athamed to take but that ſhe 
compeld me: And lo taking my leaue, and being in treated of- 
ten to viſite her, J did depart thenes, much toped that J had 
fped ſo well. 


Now being eom'd out of the Canſey, I ſpyed where as

But pet he 
pꝛomiſed to follow my toumnſaile: ©ofo:th he went into that

Noz ought their beautp oz hard fauour to 
dilpleaſe you: Here was a kinſman of theirs to dap and is 
but newly departed, who is well knowne to exciede pou, both 
in birth, vertue, and wiſdome, and he accomſted them faire 
and lonely, foz pour opinion à carenot: Therefoze pou map 
depart at your pleaſure. Then he reply'd ( Dame ) I would 
haue pon know, that J wonld eateof yourmeate, it is much 
better beſtowed on me then on theſe vgly Uzchins. But ſb& 
tolde him ſhe had nomeate : Pes (ſaidhe) here is meate e- 
nough,and with that offering to reach at the meate, my Aunt 
fart vp with her Childzen and ranne at him with her ſharpe 
nayles, and ſoclawed him, that the blod ran about his cares, 
and X heard him cry and bhowle ſo extreamely, that it appea- 
red he had no defence but to runne out of the hole as faſt as 
he could.
